Washington, July 13.—“ Ole of the 


most glaring instances of maladmin­ 


istration revealed in all the history 


of American railroading” is the inter­ 


state commerce commission’s charac­ 


terization of its findings iii the recent 


investigation of the New Haven rail­ 


road’s financial affairs, reported to 
the senate today. 
The report, consisting 
of 
thirty 
thousand words, is probably the most 
drastic in terms of any ever made by 
the commission. 
The New' Haven’s 
directors are pronounced “ criminally 
negligent.” 
Evidence pointing to violation of 
law' as been transmitted to the dis­ 
trict 
attorneys 
iii 
Massachusetts, 
Rhode 
Island 
and New York, and 
also to the federal department of jus­ 
tice. 
“ A reasonable estimate of the loss 
to the New' Haven by reason of waste 
and mismanaement,” says the report, 
“ will amount to between sixty million 
and ninety million dollars. 
The di­ 
rectors should be made individually 
liable to the civil and criminal laws 
for the manner in which they dis­ 
charged their trust.” 


Stockholders Want Money Back. 
Boston, Mass., July 13.—Attorneys 
for the minority stockholders of the 
New' Haven have demanded that the 
directors join as clients in a suit to 
recover $125,000,000 alleged to have 
been wasted by the management. The 
estate of J. P. Morgan will be one of 
the defendants.

The agreate, however, reaches start­ 
ling figures, and this item will cost 
each company a large sum, larger, it 
is reported, than for many years pre­ 
viously. 
Each road is endeavoring to reduce 
these losses by careful inspection of 
all locomotives, and repairs where it 
is found that fire is escaping from 
the stack or from ash pans, hut even 
with these precautions the claims ap­ 
pear to be never ending.
